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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Wesley Muller on 03 January 2006. 

2. Amend claim 14 as follows: 

14. An angle measuring device disposable on a first reference surface 
comprising: 

a body having a scale thereon; 

a housing rotatably disposed on the body; 

a first laser diode disposed within the housing for emitting a first laser beam 
along a first path; and 

a first lens disposed within the housing in the first path for converting the first 
laser beam into a first planar beam, the first planar beam forming a first line on both [[at 
least one of]] the first reference surface and the scale.

2. The replacement drawing sheets were received on 16 November 2005. These 
drawings are acceptable. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 4, 5, and 14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest one or more of the limitations 
found in independent claims 1 and 14. U.S. Patent No. 6,935,034 to Malard et al., U.S. 
Patent No. 6,871,408 to Malard et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,588,115 to Dong, U.S. Patent 
No. 6,502,319 to Goodrich et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,202,312 to Rando, U.S. Patent No. 
5,754,582 to Dong, and U.S. Patent No. 5,459,932 to Rando et al. all teach prior art 
laser level and laser line generating systems. However, with respect to independent 
claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the combination of a laser level 
comprising: a pendulum; a lock mechanism for fixing the position of the pendulum; a 
first laser diode disposed on the pendulum; a first lens disposed on the pendulum for 
converting the first laser beam into a first planar beam; a second laser diode disposed 
on the pendulum; a second lens disposed on the pendulum in the second path for 
converting the second laser beam into a second planar beam; wherein the first and 
second lines are substantially perpendicular and non-intersecting. U.S. Patent No. 
5,864,956 to Dong and U.S. Patent No. 5,842,282 to Ting both teach prior art angle 
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measuring devices. However, with respect to independent claim 14, the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest the combination of a first lens disposed within the 
housing in the first path for converting the first laser beam into a first planar beam, the 
first planar beam forming a first line on both the first reference surface and the scale.
